Says Man Was 
_ Ancestor of Apes 


That man is not descended from an- 
thropoid ‘apes, that these would. be in’ 
fact more acctirately described as having 
been descended from man, that man as

The professor claimed that these asger- 
tionsWwere. proved not only by recent 
anotomical research, but to be deducible 
from the whole trend of geological and 
authropological discovery. 

One of the most interesting references 
in the lecture was t recent reports by Dr. 
Stewart Arthur Smith of Sydney, on the 
Talgal skull discovered in 1889in Darling 
Downs, N.S.W., but never seriously in- 
vestigated until 1914,

highly mineralized,’’ he said, ‘‘waw found
